( ii ) It extends to all the Provinces of India . 
( iii ) It shull come into force at vuce . 

2 . The Cotton Toxtiles (Control) Order, 1948 ( Notification No . A0 - T X .1 /48 
cated the 10th Februnry 1048 ) is hereby repouled : provided that Ally order 
made, notificution issued , right corued , penulty incurred , or anything done 
or deeined to leave been done under the said Order shall be deemed to huyo 
been made , isend, accrued , incurred or done under the corresponding lilo 
visions of this Order , 

9 . In this Order, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context 

(A ) " Cloth ” and “ Yaru " mneun respectively any typo of cloth or yarn 
manufuctured either wholly from cotton or partly from cotton and partly 
from uny other material, but " cloth " does not include 

(i) ready made clothing other than dloties aud sarees ; 
( ii ) liosiery ; 
- ( iii) leather cloth and inferior or imitation leatlier cloth ordimrily used 

in book -binding ; 
(iv ) trucing paper ; 
(v ) cluth manufactured partly from wotion and partly from wowest ind 

containing 40 per cent. or more of wool by weigłıt ; 
(vi) rubberised or synthetic waterproof fabrics whether single -textured 

or double -textured ; 
(b ) " Controllers nienns the principul officer appointed hy i Provincial 
Government for the administration of the Textile Control and includes 11V 
other officer appointed by such Government to perform the functions of the 
Controller under this order or under the rules , orders and notifications is ver 
thereunder ;

( kr ) “ Tuxtile Commissioner" means the Textile Commixsiller appointed liy 
the Central Goverjinont and includes sueh Additional or Joipt. Textile Coin 
wissioners as may be appointed by the Central Government . 


RAW MATERIALS AND STORES 
4 . No person shall innufacture starch other tuu sturch made from tapiora 
cxcept under and in nccordance with the tering of u licence grinted by thu 
Textile Commissioner. 

5 . ( 1 ) Every importer of a scheduled article shall within 15 duys of the 
dute of the arrival of the consignment contnining much article furnish to the 
Textile Commissioner the following informintion in respoet of the Consignment

siguinent ; 

(b ) the landed cost of each item together with invoices and all other docu 
inelity evilencing the price , buvilig immission , insurance plenium , Creight , 
customs duty , landing and clearing curges muid up to the deposit or thir 
consignment in the consignet s warehouse or other place of storage 

( 2 ) No importer shall sell or otherwier dispose of iny such solle culaid 
article imported by him except in accordance with the instructions given to 
bini by the Textile Conntnission - r ; provided that if the importir les 2101 
receive any such instructions from the Textile Commissioner within 30 dilys 
of the recoirt by the Textile Commissioner of the information submitical er 
sub - clause ( 1) , the importer inay subject to the proyisivny of ourse s 0 , $ Auct 
30 , olispose of the consignment . 
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6 . No person shall sell or dispose of any scheduled article except under and 
in accordance with 
: (a ) a seller s licence granted to him by the Textile Commissioner ; 

(b ) a direction given to him by the Textile Commissioner under clause 8 . 

7 . No person shall purchase or otherwise acquire any scheduled article 
fxcept under and in accordance with a buyer s licence granted by the Textili, 
Commissioner. 

8 . The Textile Commissioner may by order in writing require any importer 
of or dealer in any scheduled article to sell to such person as may be specifiel 
in the Order such quantities of the scheduled article and in the case of il 
scheduled article of which the maximum prices have not been fixed under 
clause 9 at such price , as may be specified in the Order . 

9 . ( 1) The Textile Commissioner may by notification in the Gazette of India 
fix the maximum prices or rate at which any scheduled article may be sold ; 

(2 ) No person shall sell or offer to sell a scheduled article at a price exceed 
ing maximum price specified under sub -clause (1 ). 

10 . ( 1) The Textile Commissioner may direct any person carrying on the 
business of producing or selling any scheduled article to mark such articles 
exposed or intended for sale with the sale price thereof, or to exhibit in his 
premises a price list of articles held by him for sale ; and may further give 
directions as to the manner in which such directions shall be carried out. 

( 2 ) The Textile Commissioner may by order published in the Gazette of 
India issue a direction of the nature specified in sub - clause (1 ) generally to 
all persons carrying on the business of producing or selling any scheduled 
article or to any person or any class of such persons. 

11 . ( 1 ) Applications for licences under this Order shall be made in such 
form as the Textile Commissioner may prescribe ; 

(2 ) The Textile Commissioner may , without assigning any reason , refuge 
to grant a licence to any person and his decision shall be final ; 

(3 ) The Textile Commissioner may specify in the licence the conditions , 
if any, under which it is issued and the licensee shall comply with such 
sonditions ; 

(4 ) The fees for the grant of a licence shall be such as the Textile Com 
missioner may , by notification in the official Gazette prescribe ; 

(5 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -clause (6j the licence shall be valid 
for the period specified therein and may be renewed ; 

(6 ) If the holder of a licence has supplied incorrect information in his 
application or in any return submitted by him or if he contravenes any 
condition of the licence, or if at any time the Textile Commissioner is satisfied 
that for any other reason the licensee is not a fit person to hold the licence , 
jhe Textile Commissioner may in his discretion and without prejudice to any 
other action which may be taken against the licensee , cancel or suspend 
his licence , and the order of the Textile Commissioner shall be final.

( 21 ) purchase a quantity of yuri exceedling of the quantity of yarı pur 
chased by him in the year 1944 ; 

(b ) sell a quantity of yarn less than t of the quuntity of yuru sold by him in 
the year 1044 ; 

( 3) No producer who has 10 werving plant shall install or cause or permit 
to be installer any loom in his undertaking . 

(4 ) No person shall acquire or install any loom to he worked hy power as 
refined in section 2(f) of the factories Act, 1934, 

(5 ) Any person having in his lossession any loom which he is not entitled 
to work or enuse or permit to lie worked in accordance with this clause alull 
fortlıwith report the fact to the controller and shall take such action is to its 
scaling or stornge as the Controller may direct .

17. (1 ) No producer shall produce varn of counts more than 10 in number 
or more than the number specified in colunin ( 3 ) of Schedule B for a plant 
of the size of his spinning plant, whichever is loss . 

Provided that 


( 11 ) the same cout of war and weft yir produced from the same mixing 
shall be deemer te he one count ; 

(0 ) where any part of the spinning plant is employed exclusively for the per 
formance ofmy contract with the Government such part shall, if the proclucer 80 
clects , be deemed not to form a part of the plant and nothing in this clause shall 
apply in rolation to the production of any yarn in pursuance of such contract , and 
the producer shull bo ! deemed to have employerl a part of the plant exclusively 
for the performnnoo of any such contract where it is employed for the production 
of yarn for being supplied to any person under contraot with the Government to 
utilise such yarn for the production of any artiolc for sale to the Governmont and tho 
producer has submitted to the Toxtile Commissioner à report in writing stating the 
quantity , counts, period of delivery and the consignee of such yarii anrl tho number 
of spindley employed and the period requisito for the production of such yarn , 
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(2 ) No producer shall produce yurn tiner than yarn of single 80 s counts . 

(3 ) Nothing in this clause shall apply to the production hy a producor on a 
, wasto spinning plant of waste yarn of bs or coarsor . 

18 . ( 1) No producer shall produce cloth of more than two varieties for overy 
50 looma or part thereof in his possession or moro than 20 varicties in all, which ever 
is less in numher. 

Hxplanation . - For the purposes of this sub -clause , cloth shall be docmed to be 
of the same variety if it is woven in the same counts of yarn in warp and weft 
and in the same l eel and jrick notwithstanding that it is woven in different widths 
lengths , patterns or colour s. 

(2 ) Nothing in this clause shall apply - - 

(i) to cloth produced in pursuance of a contract with tho Government , and tho 
-looms cniployed in the production of such cloth shall be excluded in determining 
the number of varioties which may be producent under sub -clauso ( 1 ) ; 

(ii ) to cloth produced for experimental purposes provided the looma employed 
for such production shall not exceed one per cent of the total number of looms in the 
producer s possession. 

19 . No producor shall produce any cloth with a border whether plain , dobby or 
jacquard containing folded yarn in excess of what is required for a 2" borster , 

20 . The Textile Commissioner may from time to time issue directions in writing 
to any producer or olash of producers or the producers generally , regarding the clandes 
or speoifications of cloth or yurul , and the maximum or minimum quantitioy thereof, 
which they shall or shall not produce during auch periods an may be specified in the 
directions , and they shall comply with such directions, 
: 21. (1 ) No manufacturer of cloth shall pack cloth exoopt in bales containing 
not less than 1450 yards and not more than 1550 yards. 

(2 ) No manufacturer of yarn shall pack yarı cxcept in baleg or packages con 
taining not less than 380 lbs. And not more than 420 lbs . 

(3 ) The Textile Commissioner may , subject to sub - clauses ( 1 ) and (2 ), lv a general 
or special ordor prescribe the manner in which any manufacturer shall pack cloth 
or yarn in balos or prokayay , 

22 . (1) The Textile Conimissioner may specify -- 

(a ) the maximum prices ex -factory , wholesale and retail at which any class or 
specification of cloth or yarn may be solil ; 

(b ) the markings to be made by a manufacturer or dealer on any class or spooi. 
fication of cloth or yarn inanufactured or sold by him and the time and nanner of 
making such markings . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -pause ( l ) above the Provincial 
Governinent or an offiver altiorised by the Provinoirl Government in this behalf

(d ) no person shall alter or deface or cause or permit to b . altered or defac d 
any mörking made on any such cloth or yarn held by him otherwise than for liis 
bona firle personal requirements ; 

(e ) 11.) person shall make on any cloth or yarn any marising resembling the 
presuribaci markiag ; 

(f ) no person shall have in his possession or under his control otherwise that 
for his hona fide personal requirements any cloth or yarn the marking whereon is 
altered or defaced or is of a character specified in paragraph (e ). 

C ) Nomanufastarer shall sell or deliver any cloth or yarn of which themaxi 
mum ex -factory prize has not been specified by the Textile Commissioner undar 
claus . 22 . 

Expiunation .- -.Nothing in this sub - clause applies to a manufacturer who does 
1200 manufacture any yarn or to a processer or to a person cigüed in the production 
of hondloom cloth . 

(3 ) No person shall in the manufacture of cloth vso yarn (other than handspun 
yarn ) the maximum ex -factory price of which has not been specified by the Textile 
Conmissioner under clause 22 . 

24 . (1 ) No manufacturer or dealer shall sell or offer to sell any cloth or yarn 
at a price higher than the maximum price specified in this behalf under clause 
22. 

( 2 ) Every sale of cloth or yarn by a dealer except to a consumer shall be at a 
price either F . O . R . station of despatch or ex-godown of storage at the buyer s 
option . Provided that the commission of a conimission agent shall be paid by the 
buyer . 

( 3 ) No persor acting as a commission agent in respect ota sale of cloth or yar. 1 
to which sub -clause ( 2 ) applies shall receive a commission which exceeds 1 per cent . 
of the maximum price of the cloth or yarn the subject matter vi such sile . 

(4 ) The Textile Commissioner may by notification in the official Gazette 
provide for the giving of a cash memorandum by any manufacturer or dealer in respect 
of any sale transaction , and i or the particulars to be contained in any such cash 
memorandum . 

(5 ) No manufacturer or dealer shall , without sufficient cause , refuse to sell 
cloth or yarn to any person . 

Explanation . The possibility or expectation of obtaining a higher price at a 
later date shall notbe deemed to be a sufficient cause for the purposes of this clause . 

25 . ( 1) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - clause (2 ) no manufacturer 
or dealer shall after the 31st October 1948 buy or sell or have in his possession any 
cloth or yarn manufactured in India and packed before the 1st August 1948 . 

( 2 ) No manufacturer or dealer shall buy or sell or have in his possession any 
cloth or yarn after the expiration of twelvemonths from the last day of the month 
marked on the cloth or yarn in accordance with a direction given under clause 22 
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and no person shall buy or sell or have in his possession any such cloth or yarn in 
unopenrd bales orcases after the expiration from the said date of a period of three 
months in the case of a manufacturer and a period of six months in any other case . 

(3 ) For the purposes of this clause a bale or case shall be deemed to be unopened 
if the hoops or other bindings and all outer covering have not been removed ; 

( 1) Nothing in this clause shall apply to handlom cloth . 

26 . Notwithstanding anything container , in sub -clauses (1 ) and (2 ) of clause 
25 , any cloth or yarn not disposed of within the period specified may be kept and sold 
by a dealer subject to the conditions notified in this behalf by the Textile Com 
missioner prescribing the special markings to be made on such cloth or yarn , the 
agency by which the marking shall be made and the fee payable for such marking: 

Provided that no such cloth or yarn shallbekept undisposed of by any dealer , 
or any person holding on behalf of a dealer for more than six months after the date 
of such marking . 

27 . Where in pursuance of clause 22 (2 ) (b ) or clause 22 (2 ) (b ) or clause 26 , 
any piece of cloth is required to be marked at one and with the ex - factory price or 
with the price at which it is to be sold retail, and the piece is not sold as a whole , 
that portion ofthe piece containing the price marking shall be sold last by the dealer . 

28 . ( 1 ) No producer shall , at any time, have in his possession 
(a ) a quantity of cloth exceeding the total quantity produced by him during 

the preceding three months ; or 
(b ) a quantity of yarn exceeding~ 
(i ) in the case of a person engaged in the production of yarn alone , 

the quantity of yarn produced by him during the preceding 

two months ; 
( ii ) in the case of a person engaged in the production of cloth alone, the 

quantity of yarn reasonably required by him for producing cloth 

during the next three months ; and 
( iii ) in the case of person engaged in the production of cloth and yarn , the 

sum total of the quantity of yarn reasonably required by him for the 
production of cloth during the next three months and the quantity 
equal to the yarn produced by him during the preceding three months 

over and above his own requirements during that period . 
Explanation :- For the purposes of this sub- clause cloth on looms and yarn in 
the course of manufacture into cloth shall be excluded in computing the stocks in 
possession of a producer . 

(2 ) No dealer, processor or other person not being a producer shall , at any time, 
have in his possession stocks of cloth or yarn in excess of his normal requirements. 

Explanation . For the purposes of this sub -clause the normal requirements 
of cloth or yarn , as the case may be , of a person engaged in manufacturing from cloth 
or yarn articles of clothing or other articles such as ropes , tapes , newar, bandages 
or canvas shall be deemed to be the quantity of cloth or yarn used by him during the 
preceding three months in such manufacture 

(3 ) Nothing in sub - clause (2 ) applies to the possession by any person carrying 
on the business of banking of cloth or yarn pledged with him by a dealer or a manu 
facturer . 

(4 ) For the purposes of sub - clauses (1) and (2 ) any cloth or yarn agreed to be 
sold to a dealer by a manufacturer and of which delivery has not been taken by the 
due date shall be deemed to be in the possession of the dealer and not of the manu . 
facturer . 

29. (1 ) Any person having in his possession cloth or yarn in excess of the quan 
tity permitted under clause 28 slalk forthwith report the fact , in the case of a manu 
facturer to the Textile Commissioner and in other cases to the Controller.

PROCEDURE AND PENALTY 


35 . No person shall, with intent to evade the provisions of this order , refuse to 
give any information lawfully demanded from him under clausel31 or clause 32. or 
conceal, destroy, mutilate , or deface any book or other document kept bybim in the 
cours of his business . 

36 . No prosecution for the contravention of any of the provisions of this prder 
shall be instituted without the previous sanction of the Provincial Government or 
of such officer ofthe Provincial Government , not below the rank of a District Magis 
trate , asthe Provincial Government may by general or special order in writingiautho 
ri89 in this behali . 

. 37 . Any court trying a contravention of any of the provisions of this order may 
direct that any article or articles in respeat of which it is satisfied that; the order has 
been contravene:1 shall be forfeited to His Majesty .

No. 80 - TEX - 1 /48 (ii) . - - In oxercise of the powers contrred on nie by clause 34 
of the Cotton Textiles (Control) Order , 1948 anil with the sanction of the Central 
Governmont , I hereby authoriấc the principal officer appointod by each Provincial 
Government for the Administration of the textile control to discharge on my behalf 
the function under clause 22 ( 1 ) (a ) of the majd Order to mpecify in relation to sales 
made within his jurisdiction by dealers the maximum wholesale and retail prices of 
cloth and yarn , provided that wliere the maximum ex - factory price hus been fixed 
by the Textile Comunissioner under this Order in respect of any cloth or yarn , the 
maximum retail price shall not excoed in the case of cloth 20 por cent , and in the 
case of yarn 15 per cent . over such maximum ex -factory price . 


No. 80 - TEX - 1 /48 ( ). - In exercise of the powors conferred on me by clause 
22 of the Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948 and in addition to the markings 
specified in my notification No. T . C . (8 ) 1 /44 , dated the 19th February 1944 I 
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hereby pregoribe the following markings and manner of marking which shall be 
obsorved by all manufacture19 of cloth and yarn in respect of cloth and yarn packed 
after the 31st July 1948 : 

CLOTH 
1 . Each pidce of cloth shall be stamped with the manufacturor s number or 
standard markings or serial number specified by the Textile Commissioner in fixin 
the maximum ox -factory price . The word “ serial " Bhall be marked before the 
serial number. 

Explanation -- For the purpose of this notification a piece of cloth mcans any 
running length of oloth and includes cloth comprising an uncut pair of dhoties , 
towels , sarees or chaddars ordinarily sold by the pair . 

2 . Each picoe of cloth except the items mentioned in para . 3 below fhall be 
stamped at a distanco not exceeding one yard from the end with the ex - factory 
price of such cloth , that is to say , the maximum ex -factory price of the particular 
description of cloth specified hy the Textile Commissioner or the contract price , 
whichever is logs . 

NOTE - If the actual length of tho piece is not the standard length for which 
the maximum ex - factory prioe has been specified by the Textile Commissioner 
the proportionato price for the actual length shall bo stamped or, in tho alternative , 
tho price per yard calculatod to the nearest pie. 

3 . Each piece of cloth comprising a pair of dhoties , sareca , towole , or chaddars 
or other items ordinarily sold in pairs shall be stamped with the price per pair as 
in para , 2 above ; provided that if the piece congists of a single auch item the 
proportionate price of that item shall be stamped .

(whether single or folded ), the word " Fine " where the same count is 35 s or finer

48 s or finor (whether single or folded ) . 

6 . In the case ofmesh cloth the markings prescribed in paras 1 to 5 above shall 
ho mado on a piece of cloth stitched to the mesh cloth ; in the case of raised blankets 
they may be made on a small piece of cloth securely stuck on the blanket ; in the 
case of lint cloth they may be made on a piece of paper securely stuck on the 
cloth .
